He did not mention any specifics. He indicated over the years 
he has been very close to RUSSELL BUFALINO and considers him 
to be a very close friend. BUFALINO continued by saying he 
was born in Pittston, Pennsylvania, and is currently now 57 
years old. I'Jhile in the U.S. Army he was stationed in Detroit 
in approximately 1946. ^^liile here he met a Detroit. girl, not 
identified, married her and remained in Detroit upon discharge 
from the Army. 

He indicated further that he was JIMMY HOFFA's 
attorney for 25 years. He stated that- he represented IIOFFA 
in a New York trial in 1958 which ended with a hung jury. 

A second trial also ended in the same way. Subsequently in 
a third trial before U.S. District Judge MURPHY in New York, 
he said HOFFA was acquitted. BUFALINO also mentioned that he 
later represented HOFFA in Nashville, Tennessee, which ended in 
a hung jury. Following this he was a witness in a trial in ^ 
which HOFFA was convicted in Chatanooga, Tennessee. 


BUFALINO reiterated that he has alv/ays considered 
RUSSELL BUFALINO, now of Buffalo, New York, who was originally 
from his home to\m area of Pittston, Pennsylvania, as a 
"big brother”.

For the first time In 10 months, a see-* 
ment of the continuing federal investiga-

R. Hoffa was made public yesterday. 

A former Pennsylvania truck driver, 
who, since April 11, 1974, has been serving 
a iS-year prison term for burglary in 
Delaware, appeared briefly before the 
federal grand jury in Detroit which Is 
investigating the mysterious disappear-, 
ance of the former Teamsters boss.

, Young Bufalino, who said his father is 
un^r medical care for a heart condition, 
said he had no plans to contest Judge 
Joiner’s ruling. • • 

''The July, 1976, court order agreed with 
Strike For<» arguments that Teamsters 
attorney William E. Bufalino Sr. and his 
son were stalling the grand jury investiga- 
tion by multiple representation of wit- j 
nwses — both those immunized to testify 
without fear of prosecution and those who 
appeared to be “targeted” or under suspi- ' 
cion. 


The ruling sharply criticized Bufalino 
for repeated appearances at the grand 
jury with officials and employes of Team- 
sters Local S60 in Union City, N.J., who 
were predominant among the more than a 
dozen witnesses he represented. 

They Included Anthony “Tony Pro” 
Provenzano, one of the men Hoffa thought 
he was to meet the day he vanished from 
the parking lot of a Bloomfield Township 
restaurant.
